Although  little  time  has  passed  since  the 
announcement  made  simultaneously  at  Lon* 
don.  Washington  and  Moscow  as  to  what 
the  United  Nations'  terms  of  unconditional 
surrender  mean  in  fact,  the  Nazis  have  already 
shown  a nervous  reaction.  They  will  fight 
on.  as  most  individuals  expected  that  they 
would,  but  they  will  not  fight  so  hopefully, 
nor  will  they  be  able  to  shut  their  ryes  to  the 
process*  which  will  ensue  within  Germany 
when  Germans  discover  that  the  world's 
quarrel  is  with  the  war  makers  and  with  no 
one  dsc.  Psychologically,  ihc  Churchill- 
Kooscvclt  Stalin  declaration  is  as  a main 
barric  won  in  the  war.  It  recreates  the  "wc" 
and  the  they”  within  the  Reich  It  will 
Acanh  ilu-  Inarts  of  millions  of  Cicnnans  who 
are  Out  Nazis  through  conviction  however 
miKh  they  may  cry  Hitler  in  public. 

As  the  final  battles  draw  near  and  as  the 
Reich  IS  wrapt  in  flame  around  its  perimeter, 
fis'it  and  otticr  doaffections  will  grow.  The 
priKcss  IS  swift  and  vumulattve  At  a cer- 
tain stage  rhe  Cn'siapo  may  no  longer  be 
able  to  ho^d  down  the  people  at  the  points 
of  their  revolvers.  I hen  will  occur  the  stam- 
pede. the  flight  by  the  civilian  population  to 
gel  clear  of  the  battle  zones,  and  as  far  re- 
moved from  the  Na/i  party  and  its  leaders  as 
they  tan  conirivc.  It  is  an  even  chance  that 
when  the  mtliiary  lines  break  the  home  front 
in  ticrmany  will  .ilready  have  been  reduced 
ro  abstdule  disorder,  because  dictatorship 
leaves  no  substitute  in  its  wake,  and  w'hen  , 
such  an  administration  cracks  it  flies  to  pieces 
utterly.  ^ 

It  through  the  medium  of  a simple  state- 
ment of  the  tree  world's  intention  respecting 
Ciermanv.  ihe  Yalta  Conference  can  mark 
every  Na/i  and  every  Junker  in  Ciermany  as 
with  a public  brand — as  wanted  and  hunted 
men  -the  day  when  those  men  will  be  driven 
out  by  their  own  people  may  not  be  known 
but  It  can  be  visioned  clearly  ahead.  For  the 
world  now  says  that  there  are  two  classes  of 
Cxrmans  war  makers,  and  the  other  kind;

j Not  long  ago  Allied  correspondents  were 
predicting  that  it  would  be  General  Eisen* 
bower's  purpose  to  defeat  the  Western  Ger- 
man garrisons  on  the  west  side  of  the  Rhine. 

; No  doubt  the  Allied  supreme  commander 
u'ould  have  liked  the  opportunity  to  do  so. 
but  it  appears  that  the  German  High  Com- 
mand will  not  risk  any  decisive  element  of  its 
mam  bexJics  on  this  side  of  the  Rhine.  As 
British  units  under  Field  Marshal  .Montgom- 
ery. including  the  Canadian  First  Army,  drive 
forw*ard_from  Kleve  towards  Goch  they  are 
j being  met  with  heavy  local  resistance.'  but 
I not  much  more.  Similarly,  at  the  centre  and 
, south  of  the  great  Allied  attack  United  States 
and  French  forces  are  finding  their  way 
through  German  defences  in  hard  localized 
battles,  taking  a fortress  at  a time 

This  w'ould  appear  to  sum  up  to  one 
thing,  that  the  German  ffigh  Command — 
counting  the  emt  of  the  Ardennes  and  Stras- 
bourg sorties — is  determined  to  fight  a hold- 
ing rather  than  a decisive  action  in  the  West 
at  the  present  time.  1 hat.  of  course,  will  de- 
pend upon  how  long  the  German  units,  al- 
ready badly  mauled  and  severely  shaken,  can 
stretch  out  the  time  by  what  amounts  to  a 
fighting  rearguard  action,  a whole  front  long. 
Obviously  if  the  Canadians  and  Imperial 
units  can  go  around  the  northern  anchor, 
and  the  United  Slates  and  French  columns 
pierce  the  centre  and  outflank  the  south,  the 
! German  withdrawal  cannot  stop  on  any  acre 
upon  this  side  of  the  Rhine. 

T his  is  not  meant  to  imply  that  the  Allies 
are  having  an  easy  time.  On  the  contrary, 
(he  character  of  the  fighlmg  has  been  deter- 
mined and  hard  pressed  by  both  sides  The 
important  fact,  however,  is  (hat  the  Western 
Nations  arc  pushing  the  Germans  .steadily 
towards  rhrir  last  real  defence  line  in  the 
West,  and  at  a pace  that  soon  mav  be  ac- 
celerated. A few  day.s  of  fine  weather  can 
quicken  that  pace  materially,  and  current  dis- 
patches indicate  the  immense  air  cover  that  is 
following  cur  men  into  battle.
